T&E #EW PENITENTIARY. 

The now penitentiury building at New 
Westminster was completed several 
months since. With the addition of noees 
snry.f uruitijre, nmttrasses and blankets fo 
about forty prisoners, it might be occu 
piad to-raoi'i-ow. Every gaol in the Pro 
vince contains more than its complement 
of prisoned- Felons of tho deepest dye 
consigned to long terms of imprisonmen 
for the commission of heinous offences 
are confined in the sauio yards with 
misdemeanants and other light uffenders 
Victoria gpol, a small and insecure log 
building Urging to the Hudson Bay 
era has vecome so overcrowded that 
upon two occasions lately prisoners have 
Been transported to tbo Now Westminster 
and Narmiiflo gaols to relievo the plethora. 
This is an unfortunate condition of things 
indeed; and wo feel at loss to account 
for the failure of tho Canadian Govern- 
ment to como to tbo relief of tbo Provin- 
oial Government in this important emer- 
gency. It is known that a recent con 
epiracy by certain prisoners to break ou 
of Victoria gaol was all but successful 
»nd tho guard bus been doublod as addi 
tional security against any further at 
tempt. A Very small outlay is all that 
would b required to furnish tho peniten- 
tiary with tho articles necessary for tho 
use of the convicts who would 
quire to bo lodged there, and tho greatest 
possible relief would bo experienced by 
the Provincial authorities, who can 
scarcely he held answerable for tho safo 
keeping f so many prisoners in gaols 
that ore ill-adapted for the purpose. 1 u- 
cifio Coast members of tho Dominion 
Parliament ought to send a stiff represen- 
tation to Ottawa on tho subject. 

federaiTaccounts 

Speaking of the now penitentiary in tho 
preceding article v. e are reminded that tho 
contractors for that important and ncces 
aary work we still unpaid. It is said that 
the balaoco due them after tho fuith 
fnl performance of their contract is some- 
thing over §17,000, and that they find it 
impossible to obtain a settlement with the 
Ottawa authorities. The worst featuro of 
the case is that tho contractors are not 
wealthy, & nd that th«y are now paying in- 
terest on the largo amount duo them at 
- the rate f one per cent, per month. This 
involves a loss of upwards of 82000 per 
annum to <* firm of worthy and respecta 
ble men who, having performed their ob 
ligations to tbo satisfaction of the resident 
engineer, hold his certificates for tho 
samo. This showing is by no means cro 
ditablo to the Ottawa authorities, and we 
cannot bring ourselves to believe that the 
existence °f the claim has been brought 
to the notice of tho Canadian Premier, 
who isat the head of tho Public Works 
Department. 

OABIB00 QUARTZ MINING. 

A paragraph from tho S. F. Bulletin, 
• which wo publish elsewhere to-day, re 
quires an explanation. Tho Bulletin is 
wrong in the assertion that Mr. Harper 
was sent to 'Cariboo by parties in San 
Francisco who are interested in mining 
operations. Mr. Harper was employed 
by the Government of British Columbia 
to tost the quartz lodes of Cariboo with 
tbo object of ascertaining their value. Ho 
Was selected by tho British Consul at San 
Francisco and brought with him tho high- 
est recommendations as to ability and 
character from mining men of California 
and Nevada; and we are glad to bo able to 
add to thoso recommendations the tes- 
timooj of so good an authority as the 
Bulletin. In this connection it may bo 
proper for Us to state that should Mr. Har- 
per's report bo favorable certain capital- 
ists of California— who repose tho most 
implicit confidenco in his integrity and 
knowledge— stand prepared to invest 
heavily in the quartz mines of our chief 
gold producing district. It will ho well 
if evory oUcouragement is held out to 
such porBOUs.

Why, he begins to 
throw out hints that the other parties 
aro this and that and t'other — nothing 
very definite may bo, but by just 
undermining their reputation in a 
quiet way.

So tho 
King was a good deal disturbed, and 
ho went to the prophets of Baal, and 
they said, pretty airy, that if ho had an 
altar ready, they woro ready; and they 
intimated he better get insured, too. 

"So next morning all tho children 
of Israel and their parents, aud other 
people, gathered themselves together. 
Well, hero was that great crowd of 
prophets of Baal packed up together 
on one side, and Isaac walking up and 
down rlono on tbo other, putting up 
his job. When timo was called, Isaac 
lot ou to bo comfortablo and indiffer- 
ent; told the other team to take the 
first innings. So they went in at it, 
the whole 450, praying around tho al- 
tar, very hopeful and doing their level 
beat. They prayed an hour, two hours, 
three hours, and so on, plumb till 
noon.

Quartz Mining in British Columbia. 



The San Franoisoo Bulletin of tbo 



9th 



inst. soys: "Tho partial giving out of 
placor rniuiDg in British Columbia Iiub 
had the eil'oct of doeroasing tho popula- 
tion of that colony. To offset this tbo 
Colonial Government offered a bounty of 
$15,000 for tho first experimental result of 
quartz mining. Parties in San Francisco 
interested in some mining properties in 
Cariboo sent up 1 Mr. Harper, formerly 
connectod with tbe North Star mine in 
Grass Valley, and who is an expert in 
quartz mining, to develop tho interests 
there. A telegram received from that 
gentleman this morning announces the 
result of the experimental crushing of 40 
tons of rock yielding 20 ounces of gold. 
The mill is loeutod on William Creok, in 
Cariboo, and tho experiment is lookod 
upon as one of great importanco to Brit- 
ish Columbia. Thus far all tbe gold 
veins found there have been very narrow, 
and hardly worth the working. If tho 
present attempt to work quartz mines 
there prove successful, it will be a good 
thing for British Columbia, and not a bad 
thing for California."

VICTORIA WATER WORKS. 

1st. In respect to tho stone furnished 
and grooved by Mr. Ingam.for the sluice- 
gate. The groove has not been cnt true; 
but I will report further on the whole 
matter after my next visit to tho dam, 
which I expect will be on Tuesday next. 

2nd. On Saturday last, while arranging 
with Mr. Teaguo about tho Delugo .en- 
gine house drain, my attention was called 
to a break in tho main junction of Doug- 
las and Yatos streot, ' On examination I 
found a split in tbe pipe about 3 1 /, feet 
long. I had tbe broken pipo removed 
and not having any 10 inch pipe on hand 
I had to replace it with a piece of 12-inch 
pipo, which occasioned a great deal of 
trouble and expense. Had tho repair 
been executed with a 10-inch pipo tho 
lead for tho joints would havo been about 
00 lbs., whereas tho 12-inch pipe has taken 
over2501bs. The immediate cause of the 
break was a boulder measuring 4ft. long 
by 18io. wide being placed upon tho top 
of tbo pipe, tho top of whioh boulder was 
close under the surface of tho streot. Tho 
pipo itself was only n quarter of an inch 
thick at tho placo of fracture. Tho water 
wag turned on again at 2 a. in. Monday. 

3d. I have also to report a break iu tho 
pipo on Pandora streot, of which I was 
notified about 3:30 p. m. yesterday. I 
found on examination a holo about J.'tbs 
of au inch in tho pipe, blown out from de- 
fective casting; I caused tho defective 
part to bo cut out aud replaced tho same 
with sound pipe, and the water was turn- 
ed on about G o'clock p.m. 

Saturday's accident shows tho necessity 
of having pipes of the requisite sizo on 
hand to repair any breaks that may take 
place, and I would suggest that tenders 
be called for from 4 to G in number of tho 
following dimensions, viz: 11, 10, 9, 7, G 
and 4 inch pipe. Tho report was receiv- 
ed. 

Coun. Trouuco moved that tho Water 
Commissioner be instructed to call for 
touders from tho two founderies for tho 
pipes of tho above named dimensions. 
Carried. 

Coun. Marvin said ho had examined tho 
break of Saturday last and had found that 
tho 12 inch pipo in some parts was % of 
an inch thick and in others barely \i 
inch. Ho considered this was tho greatest 
Bwindle ever perpetrated on a community, 
for it was quito certain that tho pipes 
would stand no pressure and therefore 
are liable to break at any moment. Ho 
therefore considered that we ought to 
havo sufficient pipo on hand to repair tho 
whole lino of pipo aud moved that tho 
Water Commissioner bo instructed to 
hand in a statement of all pipo likely to 
bo required, together with a list of pipo 
on hand. Carried. 
Tho Council then adjourned.

John Higgius deposed to finding the body 
about 7 o'clock, from information receiv- 
ed, and placing ii in a shanty closo by. 
Matthew Launder said he know tbo de- 
ceased, who came from Redruth iu Corn- 
wall; ho was about 44 years' of ago; a tal- 
low chandler by trade] did not know of 
his having any property; he had been ail- 
ing tho last four or five years aud suffered 
much from asthma; saw him alive ou Sun- 
day last; ho had lived. lately on charity. 
John C. Davie said he had seen tbo body; 
tho deceased had been under his treat- 
ment at the hospital for delirium tremens 
some months ago; ho made a slow recov- 
ry so that he (witness) otio day examined 
his chest and found that he was unsound, 
but ho was not prepared to say what was 
tho matter with him at tho timo 'of his 
death; his impression was that ho had dis- 
ease of tho aorta, or tho aortic valves, 
which frequently terminates suddenly in 
death; a life of intoinperance would hastou 
a fatal result. Sergeant Bloomlield 6aid 
tho deceased had several times during tho 
last fow months complained to him of be- 
ing very bad with asthma; ho had no set- 
tled placo of residence. Tbo jury, John 
Parsons (foreman) , B. Shumau, J. Mc- 
Lartz, C. McKinnon, C. Storey and R.

Confirmation of tho Turkish Victory at 
Erzeroum.

London, Nov. 9. — There ia groat uneasi- 
ness at Pora and placards to rise havo been 
issued saying tbo Governmnte was sec- 
retly negotiating wi ll the Russians. Pla- 
cards also urge tbo return of Mahmoud 
Damod Pasha. Atlempts havo been made 
to favteu the responsibility for these pla- 
cards on the Sultan Murad, whoso prin- 
cipal adherents havo been arrested, or, 
according to one account, havo been 
killed. 

Constantinople, Nov. 10.— Detailed 
reports of to day's battle near Erzeroum 
.show that tho lightiug lasted twelve 
hours. Two Russian columns nttackod a 
redoubt southeast of Erzeroum. Ono 
column succeeded iu occupying a block, 
but was dislodged. Tho other column, 
perceiving the enormous loss of the for- 
mer, retreated. Tbe Turks pursued them 
as far as Dove Boyna, aud when driven 
back from there, rallied and drove the 
Russians back to Dove Boyna. Tho Rus- 
sians lost a largo quantity of arms aud 
ammunition. 

Constantinople, Nov. 14. — All tbo 
officers in Kars down to major unani- 
mously voted to roject tho summons to 
surronder mado by the Russians aud re- 
solved to defend that city to the last ex- 
tromity. Thousands abandoned it with 
much haste. Tho Russians havo com- 
menced a vigorous bombardment of Ba- 
toum. 

Forty of ex-Sultan Murad's servants are 
reported to havo been strangled because 
of a conspiracy to roinstnto Murad. The 
excitement at Constantinople is increased 
by a rumor that a prophet has appeared 
to tho Sultau ordering him to concludo 
peace.

One of the most dramatic and feel- 
ing scenes ever witnessed in a court of 
justice took placo iu St. Louis upon 
the rendition of a verdict of guilty by 
the jury iu the trial of Win.

The father, sister and 
divorced wife of tho prisoner wero all 
in Court. Tho "Democrat" describes 
tho painful sceuo: 

With a sluiok the sister caught her 
brother around tho neck, buried her 
face against his cheek, and began to 
cry most piteously, calling out occa- 
sionally as in an agony, "Oh Willie! 

The pris- 
oner puts his heavy arms aroui d her, 
aud, evidently thinking it was incum- 
bent in him to manifest emotion, cried 
a little and bogged her to bo quiet. 
The old man sat still, and oceasiounlly 
pressed his handkerchief convulsively 
against dry, burning eyes. The girl's 
emotion increased in its expression, 
and her cries filled tho Court room. 
Tho crowd gaped and stared, and re- 
fused to move till tho marshal, under 
order of the Court, charged among 
them and violontly ejected aomo of 
them. Judge Jones instructed tho mar- 
shal to take the prisoner and his friends 
into tbo jury room, whero thoir griof 
should not bo so public. Though a mis- 
understanding tho girl was led into an- 
other anto-room, but the prisoner and his 
father and stepmother woi>t into the jury 
room. Tho old rai"j had just readied tho 
threshold when ho suddenly burst forth 
in a most startling and violent demonstra- 
tion. Ho sent forth sucli a shriek na 
could bo beard for a block It was fol- 
lowed by another and another, till every - 
body in the building wa« appalled. A 



Mr. Ohenery.tho new editor of the Lon 
don Times, is a very learned scholar, aud 
for somo years has been on the commis- 
sion for the revision of tho Old Testa- 
ment. Mr. McDonald, the inventor of 
tho Waltor printing-press, succeeded 
Mowbray Morris in tho businos manage- 
ment of tho paper; but Mr. Waltor, the 
proprietor, has, since tho death of Mr. 
Morris and the illness of Mr. Delano, tak- 
en chief direction of tho establishment in 
all its branches. During his life no ono 
will over exerciso tho control over tho 
.ojlumns of tho Times that was exercised 
by Mr. Dohmo. Mr. Waltor fs a strong 
man in various ways; ho possesses cour- 
age, is. a good spoaker, and has adminis- 
trative capacity of tho highest order. Mr. 
Waltor is now tho Times. 

Belzoni many years ago told this odd 
story of tbo Carnival of Lisbon. A mask 
in the rnorry crowd throw an orango at 
the carriage of tho Turkish Ambassador, 
which struck him in the face; and that 
dignitary, after a slight dolay appeared 
beforo tho Portuguese Minister of ' For- 
eign Affairs to complain of the indignity 
thus publicly offered him. "Oh," said 
tho Minister, "such is tho custom cf the 
country on theso occasions, aud I hope 
your Excellency will pardon it." "Bo it 
so," answered tho Turk, politely, "but I 
was about to add, when you interrupted 
me, that I immediately drew my pistol 
and shot tho fellow dead, for that iB the 
custom of our" ouutry, and I have no 
doubt, from tho remark you have juBt 
made, that you will overlook it." 

Tho London Clearing-house has long 
been an institution among tho London 
bankers, simuly for collecting the uro- 
ceeds of chorks paid in by their custom- 
ers with greater facility than sending 
around to the various banks and getting 
tho money over tho counter, and in their 
turn having all tho labor of paying to 
other bankers' messengers tho charges 
drawn on them. All this is very simply 
and expeditiously accomplished through 
tho Cloaring-houso, which is near the 
postoffice, iu Lombard street. In this 
building there are as many desks as there 
are city bankers, and on each drawer is 
tho name of the banker. A clerk going 
with a charge of XOO'J.OOO, perhaps, upon 
all tho other bankers, puts the checks 
upon their rospectivo desks There are 
two such clearings — the ono in the morn- 
ing and the other in the afternoon. After 
4 no more checks are received. Tbe 
checks of the baukers on his own bank 
are meanwhile placed on his desk, aud 
these amount, say, collectively, to £1,- 
000; consequently ho has tho sum of £1, 
000, to dilferenco, to pay. Ho gives tbo 
inspector a draft on tho Bank of Euglatid; 
or, if he has to recoive, tho inspector gives 
him ono. Thero is a special account at 
tho Bank of England for this; and as, of 
course, tho umount which somo havo to 
receive mnst be tho samo as that which 
others have to pay, tliis accouut balances 
itself each day, By the efforts of Sir 
John Lubbock this system of clearing 
was further extendod by iucludiug the 
country bankers. The principle of tho 
"country clearing" is that all checks, in- 
stead of being sent separately by post to 
tbe banks on which they aro drawn, aro 
forwarded together to Loudon. Thus a 
country bank, taking in the course of tbo 
day say two hundred checks, drawn on 
perhaps ono hundred bankers scattered 
all over tho country, had, of course, to 
write ono hundred separato letters; now 
checks all come to London, and aro thence 
dispatched in batches to their destinations 
— a groat saving of labor. — Cassells' "Na- 
tional Portrait Gallery ."
